To Explain Secret of the Atom 


U.S. Scientist Wins Praise of Physicists at 
Japanese Meeting — Work Accounts 
for Presence of Mesons. 


‘ 

KYOTO, Japan, Sept. 21 (AP) 
—If length, breadth and thick- 
ness add up to three dimensions, 
where do you get numbers 4, 5, 
and 6? There's no simple an- 
swer. 


The conception of six dimen- 
sions came in a brilliant new 
theory proposed here Saturday 
at the Internatiofial Conference 
on Theoretical physics by a 
Dutch-American professor, 
Abraham Pais, only 35 years 
old. Pais is a colleague of Dr. 
Albert Einstein at the Institute 
for Advanced Study at Prince- 
ton, N. J. 


Pais proposed what he calls 
“a higher dimensional frame of 
reference”—he says this means 
six dimensions in his theory— 
to explain some recent peculiar 
discoveries that nearly two 
dozen tiny particles called 
mesons exist in the nucleus of 
an atom. 


Science has the uneasy feel- 
ing. that the only reason it has 
not discovered more is that it 
hasn’t been looking long enough. 
There are many already that no 
one can figure out any way to 
account for them. 


Scientists From 14 Countries. 


One of the aims of this con- 
ference, which has drawn 54 
scientists from 14 countries to 
meet with their Japanese $cien- 
tists, is to seek a law explaining 
the mesons. 

Pais’s theory does explain 
some, but it doesn’t explain 
others. It is not the general law 
that cleans up the whole prob- 
lem. 

But most of fhe physicists 


ested and called it “promising” 
and worthy of study and exten-* 
sion. Pais is optimistic that it 
may be developed further, and 
either become, or perhaps sug- 
gest, the ultimate general law.

Watanabe spoke between sés- 
sions today when questioned by 
reporters. 

“Our human senses cannot 
feel or experience six dimen- 
sions. Even four dimensions: re- 
quires that we use time as the 
fourth one—and time as a d@- 
mension does not seem to us 
to be the same sort of thing the 
other three areas.” 

“When we get into the fifth, 
sixth and seventh dimensions— 
and all the rest of them—we 
have to go into mathematics. 
No one tries to imagine a phy- 
sical space that has six. 


‘Hard With Numbers. 
ut it’s not too difficult to 
\ do with numbers. 

Geometry can express a 
including three dimensions. You 
can see it when it’s drawn or 
constructed—such as a line, a 
square or a cube. 

But the only thing which will 
explain the unique behavior of 
some of the mesons is a for- 
mula that goes beyond three di- 
mensions into four and five and 
six. 

Since the formula works, the 
dimensions must be there, even 
though the human senses can’t 
¢omprehend such a method of 
measurement,

NE day the Yankees be- 
() came the first baseball 

team to win five consecu- 
tive pennants in all the long 
years since the game of 
rounders developed from a 
‘children’s; pastime into a na- 
tional religion.

This year’s event was run 
as a courtesy to the Baker 
Street Irregulars, a small but 
erudite band of scholars de- 
voted to the study, dissection 
and admiration of the exploits 
of Sherlock Holmes as chroni- 
cled by the detective’s room- 
mate and accomplice, Dr. John 
Watson, M.D. About a dozen 
and a half members of the Ir- 
regulars, some of them cos- 
tumed in fore-and-aft deer 
stalker caps after the fashion 
of the master, were in at- 
tendance. 

Along with the net purse of 
$4915, the owner of the win- 
ner received a first edition of 
“The Hound of the Basker- 
villes,” which narrates another 
adventure of the distinguished 
—if somewhat shady—sleuth.

Case of Ex-Airman 
Whisked From Job to 
Korea for Trial Raises 
Important Issues.

WASHINGTON,, Sept. 21 (AP) 
~One bullet among all the mil- 
lions fired in the Korean war 
has kicked up a legal storm 
over how much power the armed ; 
forces should have in seizing 
honorably discharged veterans‘ 
for trial by court-martial. 

The echoes of that one shot, 
in theory at least, may affect 
Army, Navy and Air Force vet- 
erans discharged from service 
in the last two years and in 
years to come. 

Involved in the argument— 
which may yet reach the Su- 
preme Court— are these ques- 
tions, among others: 

1. Does the military have the 
right to arrest a veteran, a civil- 
ian, and transport him without a 
preliminary hearing or advice 
of counsel to a distant country 
to stand trial for a crime he is 
alleged to have committed be- 
fore he left the service? 

2. Can a veteran, using his 
honorable discharge as a shield, 
dodge trial for a crime he 
might have committed before 
his discharge? 

Details of Toth Case. 

The shot that started this 
controversy was fired in Sep- 
tember, 1952, at an Air Force 
base near Pusan, Korea. The 
bullet ended the life of Bong 
Soon Kil, a South Korean who 
had been caught in a restricted 
area at the air base. 

The Air Force, after investi- 
gtting, didn’t classify Bong’s 
death as something that was jus- 
tif ed in protecting United States 
prtperty.

GOOSE BAY AIR FORCE BASE, Labrador, Sept. 21. 


ERE in a forest of Santa 


Claus Christmas trees in south- 


ern Labrador, 150 miles from the ocean on Hamilton inlet, 

is a joint Canadian-American Air Force base manned by 
2000 Americans and 600 Canadians. It is a way station to Thule 
in the far north of Greenland and a staging base to Europe for 
both the Canadians and Americans.

across the Atlantic in short hops: 


functions is to speed fighters 
812 miles to Narsarssuak, 


Greenland; 812 miles from Narsarssuak to Iceland, and 860 miles 


to Prestwick, Scotland. 

The fighters cannot be refuel- 
ed in the air. Flying time be- 
tween stops is about one hour 
and 40 minutes. But after one 
hour ard two minutes of flight 
the fighter has gone too far to 
turn back and must go on. 

The operation is known as 
High Flight and takes the place 
of another scheme previously 
used, which was given up when 
three planes and pilots were lost. 
The planes are ferried by two 
squadrons of the Military Air 
Transport Service, whose pilots 
are thoroughly familiar with 
Arctic flying. 

Two Problems, 

The writer saw 24 fighters 

take off from Goose Bay to Nar- 


sarssuak, two at a time, and each 
two following closely behind the 
other. Two preblems afflict the 
fighters: First, their navigating 
equipment . is elementary; and, 
second, weather in Greenland is 
highly changeable. The long 
fjord into Narsarssuak can be 
fogged in (socked in, as the pi- 
lots say), in a few minutes by 
cold winds blowing down from 
the Greéniand icecap meeting 
the warmer air below. 


Every precaution is taken to 
assure a good weather en route 
and a calm sea so that rescue 
ar can land, but an advice 
of good weather from Narsars- 
suak may prove false half an 
hour after the planes have 
started. 

Pilots are required to wear 
bulky immersion suits, which are 
supposed to keep them alive 
from five to eight hours in the 
water whose temperature never 
goes above 40 degrees. 

3 Duckbutts on Guard. 


Three AS-16 triphibious air- 
craft, known as Duckbutts, are 
stationed an route for navigation 
and rescue. The Duckbutt can 
land on water, land or ice. One 
is stationed out 290 miles from 
Goose Base circling, another 220 
miles from Narsarssuak and the 
third at the entrance to Narsars- 
suak Fjord. 

The Duckbutts keep in touch 
with the fighter pilots by radio, 
track their course, and are pre- 
pared to speed toward them if 
they go down. Fighters cannot 
be ditched in sea: the nose 
turns down. So if the engine 
fails or the plane runs out of 
fuel the pilot must jump. 

The Duckbutt at the entrance 
to Narsarssuak fjord is there 
to guide the fighter in case the 
base is socked in. This Duckbutt 
pilot is an expert on navigating 
the fjord, with its sheer walls 
thousands of feet high and 
mountains right and left. 

Ship Stays in Strait. 


Midway on the route across 
the strait is ocean station Bravo, 
a small vessel that transmits 


weather and navigational infor-, 


mation to the pilots. Bravo is | 
also on hand to go to the place 
if a pilot comes down when the 


water is too rough for the Duck- 
butt to land. 

If, in spite of all these pre- 
cautions, the pilot is forced to 
go on to Narsarssuak when it is 
socked in with no hope of land- 
ing, he is briefed to climb to 
8000 feet and to fly northeast 
with wheels up. The Greenland 
ice cap rises to almost 10,000 
feet inland. It reaches 8000 feet 
about 40 miles inland from Nar- 
sarssuak. The slope at this point 
is gentle and it is not too far 
distant to effect a rescue. 

The pilot flies blind toward 
the glacial ice hoping that a 
smooth surface awaits him. For- 
tunately this method has not 
yet had to be used. 

The landing at Narsarssuak !s 
another thrill. The runway at 
the landing end is almost in the 
water, rises to a hump 136 feet 
higher at the upper end and 
then slopes down with a substan- 
tial drop at the end. A flag- 
man is placed 1500 feet from 
the end of the runway to warn 
the pilot to brake down and an- 
other at the end to warn him 
of the drop. 

If the pilot misses the run- 
way he must climb rapidly to 
circle, since there is a 5000 
foot glacier seven miles ahead. 

The same general scheme is 
now used to pass pilots on to 
Iceland and from Iceland to 
Scotland. 

In Throes of Construction. 

The Goose Bay base is in the 
throes of construction as are all 
the Northeast Command bases. 
Hangars to accommodate the 
largest aircraft are being built 
along with all the facilities of a 
small city. Contrary to the base 
at Thule, which is on perma- 
frost, the soil at Goose Bay com- 
pacts easily and is an ideal 
foundation for runways and 
heavy buildings. 

The biggest problem is snow 
fall, which averages about 140 
inches annually. Last year it 
reached 188 inches. Snow makes 
a serious problem of clearing 
runways and taxiways. The lat- 
est snew-removal equipment is 
used. It has been necessary to 
build enormous storm sewers to 
take care of the run-off from the 
melting snow. 
$140,000,000 in U.S. Building. 

Although the United States 
is at Goose Bay as a guest of 
the Canadians, the base is so 
important that United States 
construction alone will amount 
to $140,000,000. Canadian con- 
struction is on a more modest 
scale. With a population of 600 
the Canadians have provided 
family quarters for 225, while 
the United States, with a mili- 
tary population of 2000, has pro- 
vided quarters for only 75. One 
detects a certain smugness on 
the part of the Canadians when 
this .is mentioned.

F the Soviet nightmare is 

fresh and vivid in Greece and 

the lusty Turks have no use 
for their old Muscovite enemy, 
you haven’t heard anything of 
bitterness and mistrust of Russia 
until you go to Communist 
Yugoslavia, where the people 
danced in the streets of Bel- 
grade the day Stalin died. 

Marshal (and now Presi- 

dent) Tito told me the East 

Berlin riots were “the most 
significant event since the 
war.” Then he hastily added, 
“Next to our break with Rus- 
sia in 1948.” (I remarked that 

1948 was also important be- 

cause it was the year I entered 
politics and was elected Gov- 

ernor of Illinois. So he gal- 
lantly proposed a toast to “the 

great year 1948!’’) 

The importance of the 1948 
break should never be under- 
estimated. When Tito shook off 
Moscow’s shackles and turned to 
the West, the whole nation re- 
joiced and still does. And on 
that act of defiance, seeds of 
courage and discontent were 
planted behind the Iron Curtain 
—seeds that have sprouted in 
East Germany, in Czechoslovakia 
and who knows where else. 

“Nationalism,” said Tito, “is 
a mighty influence in the world, 
and the satellites were once free 
and independent. The events in 
East Germany showed the depth 
of the resentment of Russian 
oppression. The workers them- 
selves revolted. They would have 
borne their burdens in a free 
Democratic Socialist state, but 
they knew. they were exploited 
by Russia, which takes but 
doesn’t give.”

HE loud disputes and recriminations about the Korean peace 
conference have started up again, and will no doubt continue 


for some time. Yet the fact 


is that not even those who are 


shouting the loudest really believe that anything at all is likely 


to come out of the conference. 


In this sense the rows in the 


United Nations about India’s inclusion in the conference, and so 


on, are a mere teapot tempest. 

Secretary of State John Fos- 
ter Dulles is reliably reported 
to believe that there is about 
one chance in four of reaching 
an agreed settlement leading to 
Korean unification. But even 
in this very moderate optimism, 
Dulles is a minority of one 
among the experts. 


A formula for an agreed set- 
tlement, in which the Commu- 
nists would be offered Korean 
neutralization and the _ with- 
drawal of all foreign troops, in 
return for free elections and 
peaceful Korean unification, is 
being seriously considered in 
the State Department. Pro- 
ponents of this formula argue 
that the Communists might 
agree to a non-Communist Ko- 
rean buffer state, provided 
American troops were  with- 
drawn from the Asian continent. 
As for our side, a unified non- 
Communist Korea and the with- 
drawal of American troops from 
Korea are both, it is argued, de- 
sirable objectives. 


Rhee Adamant. 


But South Korean President 
Syngman Rhee has already made 
it clear that he will fight to the 
death against any formula for a 
neutralized Korea. This coun- 
try, moreover, has already of- 
fered Rhee a military alliance, 
which would have to be canceled 
if Korea were to be neutralized. 
And as for the Communists, they 
seem likely to demand a much 
higher price for a unified Korea. 

Most of the experts believe 
that the Communists’ minimum 

price—if, indeed, they will agree 
os a unified non-Communist Ko- 

rea on any terms—will be ad- 
mission of Communist China 
into the United Nations and an 
end to the economic blockade, 
which is undoubtedly hurting 
China badly.

If peaceful unification of Kd- 
rea cannot be negotiated, there 
is another theoretical way out— 
mutual withdrawal of Chinese 
and United Nations troops, leave 
ing the Koreans themselves to 
fight it out. This, oddly enough, 
is what both Rhee and such 
Communist spokesmen as Chi- 
na’s Chou En-lai are in effect 
demanding. From Rhee’s point 
of view—and ours—there is og- 
tensibly something to be said 
for such a proposition. 

South Korea now has a popu- 
lation of some 24,000,000, while 
the North Korean population has 
been reduced below 8,000,000. 
Rhee's 16-division army is the 
strongest in Asia, while the 
North Korean army has been 
pulverized. Thus, it seems on 
the surface odd that the Commu- 
nists should still be talking about 
withdrawal of foreign troops. 

It is not really so odd. The 
Communists are rebuilding the 
airfields in North Korea, and 
they are re-equipping the shat- 
tered North Korean army with 
all possible haste. What is more, 
they are known to be organizing 
an entirely new army, consisting 
of about 250,000 troops of Ko- 
rean descent, north of the Yalu. 
The Communists obviously be- 
lieve that, once American troops 
are withdrawn across the water, 
they can, in time take all Korea.

Sales Tax Talk 


As two major national] conventions open— 
the American Federation of Labor in St. Louis 
and the American Bankers’ Association in Wash- 
ington—a major new theme is coming up in- 
creasingly for discussion: the possibility of a 


. federal sales tax next year. 


Questions and answers about the idea of a 
national levy on retail sales flew thick for a 
while on the Sunday “Meet the Press” televi- 
sion progfam. Senator Homer Ferguson said 
flatly that he would oppose a sales tax bill if 
one were introduced. He made this reply in 
answer to a question as to whether he, as a 
Republican seeking re-election in Michigan next 
year, would not find a sales tax hard to carry 
to the voters of his state. 

A few days earlier Senator Carlson, an inti- 
mate of President Eisenhower, said that the 
sales tax was a form of levy which belonged to 
the states and municipalities and that the United 
States Government should not attempt to get 
into the field. The Kansas Republican said he 
had not discussed the question with “any offi- 
cial concerned,” but that he is opposed to such 
a tax by enactment of Congress. 

Representative Reed of New York, chairman 
of the powerful House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee, is even more blunt about it. Making it 
plain that he is ready to do battle again if nec- 
essary with White House leaders in Congress, 
the head of the committee which writes tax 
legislation said a week ago: 

A general sales tax will not be approved 

by the Congress in the coming session. I 

base this prediction on reports coming to 

me from members of the Ways and Means 

Committee and other members of the House 

who are in their home districts. 

Why all these unequivocal disavowals of a 
federal sales tax? Senator Ferguson says he 
knows of no sentiment in the Eisenhower Ad- 
ministration for such a bill. More than that, 
he says all the sales tax talk is a Democratic 
plot. In short, the Democrats are proposing a 
sales tax to embarrass the Republicans. 

The Michigan Senator must have missed a 
few issues of the newspapers. As long ago as 
May 22, Secretary of the Treasury Humphrey, 
the White House’s strong man in the Cabinet, 
said expressly that he would not rule out the 
possibility of a sales tax. He said that the 
Treasury was making a study of all tax possi- 
bilities and that pending its completion he 
would not take @ stand either for or against a 
sales tax. The same day Under Secretary of 
the Treasury Marion B. Folsom said that a 
federal sales tax “is one of the major studies 
we are making.” 

Just a few days ago, Mr. Humphrey indicated 
at the National Press Club in Washington that 
a national tax on sales was one of 40 possible 
new money-raising devices under consideration. 

This interest of the Treasury in a sales tax 
is the origin of all the current talk and the 
cause of the Carlson-Ferguson-Reed disclaim- 
ers, It makes little sense to try to unload re- 
sponsibility by calling the talk so much psycho- 
logical warfare by the Democratic minority. 

The fact is that the last full year the Re- 
publican party was in power in the White House 
—1932—was the year in which an all-out attempt 
was made to enact a federal sales tax. The 
President was Herbert Hoover, Faced with an 
exceedingly unfavorable revenue situation, Mr. 
Hoover and his Treasury Secretary, Ogden L. 
Mills, threw the full prestige and resources of 
the Administration behind a sales tax. 

The battle was long and bitter. The tax, fer- 
vently promoted by the Hearst press, produced 
a veritable revolt against House leaders who tried 
to pass it. Missouri’s Clarence Cannon led off the 
opposition. When the showdown came only 108 
Republicans and 45 Democrats in a total of 435 
supported the Hoover-Mills federal sales tax. 

This is political history that will be recalled 
a good many times if the talk for a national 
sales tax continues. And the effect of the battle 
on the 1932 election will be remembered, too. 
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Mr. Vishinsky Reacts 

Andrei Vishinsky’s statement that his reaction 
to Secretary Dulles’ speech before the U.N. 
General Assembly was an “ordinary reaction” 
is a rather ambiguous one. 

If the Soviet delegate had said the speech 
itself was ordinary, we would know he meant 
it was usual, customary, neither good nor bad, 
average. He applies the barbed adjective ‘‘or- 
dinary,” though, not to the speech, but to his 
reaction to it. 

The Vishinsky reactions, judging from those 
of the past, may be either good or bad, some- 
times surprisingly so, but they almost never fail 
to be one or the other. The relationship Mr. 
Vishinsky’s behavior has borne to the ordinary 
has consisted almost entirely in being out of’ 
it. So when he says his reaction is “ordinary,” 
we presume he means it is the same as usual— 
which is usually very extraordinary indeed. 
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Still No Explanation 

In answer to Allied demands for an account- 
ing of missing prisoners, the Communists in 
Korea have trumpeted another blast of propa- 
ganda. This reply is what the United Nations 
commanders called it: totally unsatisfactory. 

The Allies want an explanation of what hap- 
pened to 3404 prisoners, about 900 of them 
Americans. The list has been documented. In 
fact, as a U.N. spokesman told the Chinese and 
North Koreans, “Based on statements from your 
side, all were in custody at some time.” 

Yet the enemy now says the men were “never 
captured.” This is all the Communists have 
said. They have not reperted the missing pris- 
oners as having escaped or died, or as refusing 

' repatriation, which is the only reason for with- 
holding prisoners recognized by the truce terms. 

Until the Communists offer a satisfactory ex- 
planation of the missing prisoners, they are en- 
dangering the truce itself, and they, should 
know it. The forthcoming peace negotiations 
cannot be built on such an example of bad faith. 
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Reforming the Blue Cross Plan 

Members of the St. Louis Blue Cross chap- 
ter's corporate board will be called upon 
Wednesday to make an important decision. In 
effect they will decide whether the local chap- 
ter, at long last, shall begin paying full bene- 
fits to Blue Cross members who elect to be 
treated at osteopathic hospitals. 

This is a reform that is overdue. Sixty-two 
per cent of the Blue Cross chapters in this coun- 
try pay full benefits to patients confined to 
Osteopathic hospitals, and the St. Louis organi- 
zation surely ought to follow suit. The alterna- 
tive is to pursue a policy of discrimination that 
is unfair and likely to blight the group’s future. 

Osteopathic physicians and surgeons have 


been permitted to practice in county hospitals , 


in Missouri ever since a favorable court ruling 
of last December. Since then, there have been 
cases in which Blue Cross members have been 


treated at the same time in the same room in a 
county hospital and, upon discharge, received 
unequal benefits from the plan. The patient 
treated by a doctor of medicine drew maximum 
benefits; the patient treated by a doctor of 
osteopathy got something less than that. 

An attempt to end this kind of unnecessary 
discrimination was defeated by the chapter's 
corporate membership last April by a mere six 
votes. Surely the logic of the situation and the 
future of the Blue Cross in St. Louis demand 
a different result this time. 
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Issue for the AFL 

Joe Ryan's International Longshoremen’s As- 
sociation has been a black eye to the AFL for 
many long years. That is why the executive 
council has voted to ask the AFL convention 
now open in St. Louis to oust Ryan’s union. 

The longshore union has been investigated 
repeatedly over a period of years by a nimber 
of groups, ranging from grand juries to citi- 
zens’ associations. All have found the same 
basic fact: gangsters have penetrated the union, 
especially in New York harbor. These have put 
a multi-million-dollar toll on commerce. , 

Much of the hoodlum power stems from the 
union’s “shape up” hiring system. Under this 
system, the dock workers shape up twice a 
day on a wharf and a Gock boss decides who 
will work. This gives the. boss tremendous 
power which has been misused frequently. 

As a result, gangsters have put terrorism on 
the docks. They have shaken down workers, 
compelled kick-backs from employers, and set 
up a realm for gambling, theft and other rackets. 
Yet the union leaders have shown little disposi- 
tion to clean up. 

Big Joe Ryan himself is under indictment for 
misuse of his union’sg funds. The AFL gave him 
and his men repeated warnings and finally sus- 
pended the longshoremen. None of his pressure 
for reform seems to have produced much reform. 

Consequently AFL President George Meany 
and other AFI leaders want to oust the union. 
Beyond that, the AFL is reported to be consid- 
ering establfshing ‘a new waterfront union on 
the East Coast, In this the AFL might have 
support from several locals which have tried to 
resist Ryan's tough-handed bossdom. 

The mess‘on the New York waterfront has 
persisted long enough to suggest that drastic 
action is required. Even then the AFL will still 
have to get the hoodlums off the docks, 
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Negotiation in Slow Motion 

The bus strike in East St. Louis is well into 
its ninth week and there is little visible evidence 
that a settlement is even remotely in the mak- 
ing. What is wrong? 

In the early stages of the stoppage the prin- 
cipal difficulty was the lack of a management 
spokesman with broad authority to act. East St. 
Louis City Lines is a subsidiary of National 
City Lines of Chicago, which delegated little 
authority to its local manager. 

Lately, however, the big difficulty has been 
the lack of forceful leadership in the public in- 
terest by the East St. Louis City Administration. 
It has talked of setting up a city-owned bus 
system and has even filed suit in Springfield 
for cancellation of the transit firm’s franchise. 
But it has done little less. 

Mayor Alvin G. Fields might expend munici- 
pal energy more profitably, it seems to us, if 
he were to use his influence to force the union 
and management to negotiate—all night, if 
necessary. Shadow boxing is no substitute for 
face-to-face talks. 
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Omnia Vincit Astin 

Secretary of Labor Durkin’s resignation, 
which shot away the Eisenhower Administra- 
tion’s left wing, has now been neatly balanced 
by a resignation on the right—that of Assistant 
Secretary of Commerce Craig R. Sheaffer. 

Mr. Sheaffer made it a cardinal aim of his 
brief tenure to get rid of Dr. Allen V. Astin, 
director of the Bureau of Standards, and to 
curtail the bureau’s function of testing prod- 
ucts independently of the play of the market. 

For a time, things went swimmingly for Mr. 
Sheaffer in both respects. But then Secretary 
Weeks found his dismissal of Dr. Astin too hot 
to handle. Faced with virtually unanimous con- 
demnation by the scientific community, he re- 
versed himself, asked Dr. Astin to stay, and 
turned over supervision of the bureau to another 
Assistant Secretary than to Mr. Sheaffer. 

By the law of bureaucracy, which is that the 
gunner gunned: must retire from the field of 
combat, Mr. Sheaffer is returning to the manu- 
facture of fountain pens. 

Though he lost the battle of personnel, it is 
too early to say that Mr. Sheaffer lost the 
battle of policy. In retaining Dr. Astin, Secre- 
tary Weeks reserved to himself the decision as 
to whether a commercial product shall be tested 
and the decision as to whether adverse reports 
shall be published. The battery additive which 
kicked up all the fuss has been restored to the 
good graces of the Post Office.

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Words for Departure 

This is the time for going away to college. 
And it is a hard time for fathers; and, we sup- 
pose, for mothers, too. Parents have the feeling 
that they should make something impressive of 
it, that they should give the young an epitome 
of wisdom and guidance now that they go to 
learn under a roof other than that of home. 

But such solemnity is too stuffy. The young 
probably would laugh at it. And even if they 
did not, just what would you say? Well, there 
must be a book—some famous passage—in which 
everything is set down in better words than you 
can find. There are books, lots of them; but 
considered one by one, they do not suit. Who 
would get out, for example, Chesterfield’s let- 
ters, knowing how puffed-up this father’s ad- 
yice was and how utterly ineffectual? 

A few lines occur to us, however, which 
measure up. Improbably enough, they are in the 
preface which William Butler Yeats wrote for 
Lady Gregory’s stories of the old Irish gods 
and fighting men. Speaking of heroes, Yeats 
said: “They live always as if they were playing 
a game; and so far as they have any deliberate 
purpose at all it is that they may become great 
gentlemen and worthy of the songs of poets.” 

He referred also to what the old Japanese con- 
sidered the four essential virtues: “to be gen- 
erous among the weak, and truthful among one’s 
friends, and brave among one’s enemies, and 
courteous at all times.” To these need be added 
only the injunction to seek “the companionship 
of those who have drawn their swords upon the 
darkness of the world.”

Britain is committed to “some” competition in television; jour- 
nal suggests setting up a ‘“deutero-BBC” for TV and some 
radio, and letting BBC take ads while keeping control over 
programs; prefers it to monopoly or to pure commercialism. 


An Editorial in The London Economist 


One of the subjects that the parlia-

The story goes back to the time 
when the Conservatives, in their first 
six months of office, were trying to 
make up their minds what to do about 
the report of the Beveridge Committee 
and the renewal of the British Broad- 
casting Corporation’s license.

US. TV and the Coronation 


First, it is said to be technically im- 
possible—at least for some years to 
come—to have a whole host of com- 
petitive broadcasters; there is no ques- 
tion of free competition, but only of 
a single competitor for the BBC. 


Secondly, there is a strong body of 
opposition to sponsoring within the 
Conservative party itself. | 

Moreover, this opposition bases it- 
self on Good Taste and Morality; in 
that subtle way that is unique to this 
island it is not so much stated as taken 
for self-evident that only cads would 
want to have advertising on the air. 
This sort of argument, when urgéd by 
peers of the realm of impeccable ante- 
cedents, backed by the bishops, and 
supported in all the most respectable 
organs of the press, is a force that a 
Conservative government ignores at its 
peril. 

Then came the Coronation, with its 
allegations of the most frightful 
breaches of good form by the commer- 
cialized American networks. Exactly 
what was inflicted on the American 
viewer on June 2 will now never be 
known. Some say that it was vulgar 
beyond belief.

The catch about this plan is that it 
probably would not work.

The Pressure of Poverty 


It is a very moot point whether tele- 
vision, in the present state of things, 
could by any means be made to pay 
unless it were .subsidized by sound ra- 
dio. But if the principle of competition 
is right when applied to television, 
surely it is equally right when applied 
to sound radio. 

Let the second corporation, the deu- 
tero-BBC, therefore, share some of the 
sound wave-lengths and, as an inevita- 
ble corollary, some more of the license 
revenue. 


By this time, the BBC itself will be 
getting very poor. So the final stage 
in this speculation is that it, too, might 
be permitted, and under the pressure 
of poverty willing, to make a little 
money by advertising, provided it con- 
tinued to reserve to itself full control 
over its programs other than the ad- 
vertising announcements themselves. 


Controlled-Advertising Income 


The result would be that the country 
would have two competing publicly ap- 
pointed corporations, each dedicated to 
the principle of publie service, each 
providing both sound and visual pro- 
grams, each dependent for the greater 
part of its income on license revenue, 
but each empowered to supplement 
this revenue by a judicious amount of 
controlled advertising. 


In the opinion of a growing body of 
people—and certainly in the opinion of 
this journal—that would be a very ac- 
ceptable way of organizing broadcast- 
ing—at least for the next few years, 
until technical developments permit 
even more diversity. 


It would certainly be better than 
either the present monopoly or the 
pure commercialism of America,

The New Fiction’s Frankness 


IN LOVE, by Alfred Hayes. (Harper & Brothers, 
213 pgs., $2.75.) 


PROUD YOUTH, by Alexander Eliot. (Farrar, Straus 
Young, 222 pgs., $3.) 

These novels are considered together 
because their contrasts and similarities 
are of interest. “In Love,” by the 
older and established novelist, concerns 
the torments of a man in his 40s dur- 
ing the extended break-up of a love 
affair. The “Proud Youth” of Mr. 
Eliot’s creation awakens to his nine- 
teenth birthday in a reb2llious foment.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 21 (AP) 
— Communist conspirators are 
flooding this country with propa- 
ganda and have hidden printing 
equipment to carry on their ac- 
tivities in case of war, Senate 


| investigators charged yesterday. 


“Many thousands of dollars 
must have been spent on equip- 
ment for the secret Communist 
printing plants,” said Senator 
Welker (Rep.), Idaho, who di- 
rected the inquiry. 


“There is strong evidence that 
the financing was supplied, . al- 
most wholly, from Moscow and 
through the diplomatic agencies 
of the Soviet satellites,” Welker 
said. 

Group’s Recommendati 


In a report on secret testi- 
mony on Communist’ under- 
ground printing facilities and 
illegal propaganda, the Senate 
Internal Security subcommittee 
recommended: 


1. That Communist and 
Communist-front organizations 
required by the Internal Se- 
curity Act to register with 
the Attorney General be re- 
quired also to list all their 
printing equipment.’ So far 
no organizations have regis- 
tered under the act, passed in 
1950, although the Communist 
party has been ordered to do 
so after a protracted hearing 
before the Subversive Activi- 
ties Control Board. The party 
has appealed the order to the 
courts. 


2. That all diplomatic and 
consular officers in this coun- 
try who prepare or dissemi- 
nate political propaganda be 
required to register under the 
Foreign Agents Registration 
Act. The act not only ts de- 
signed to disclose such agents 
but it also requires them to 
file and correctly label polit- 
ical propaganda which they 
send out in this country. 


Diplomatic and consular of- 
ficers are exempt undef present 
law so long as they engage only 
in activities recognized by the 
State Department as within the 
scope of their duties. 

Acheson Ruling Cited. 

The subcommittee said that 
under a March 1947 ruling of the 
State Department, issued by the 
then acting Secretary of State 
Dean~Acheson, informational ac- 
tivities were held to be within 
the proper functions of diplo- 
matic and consular officers. 

As a result, the subcommittee 
added, “much of the Communist 
propaganda activities in this 
country have been operated in- 
creasingly by diplomatic and 
consular officers in order to 
avoid the registration and label- 
ing requirements of the Foreign 
Agents Registration Act.” 

Chairman Jenner (Rep.), In- 
diana, said testimony taken by 
the subcommittee clearly showed 
“that loopholes in our security 
laws allow the Communist con- 
spirators to flood the United 
States in peacetime with tons 
of propaganda and to prepare 
secret printing plants for con- 
tinuing their propaganda activ- 
ties in case of war.” 

Much of the testimony was 
given by ex-Communists and for- 
mer government undercover 
agents who worked their way 
into the Communist party.

BONN, Sept. 21 (AP)—West 
Germany has built 1,700,000 
dwellings since 1949 in Europe’s 
biggest building boom.

Construction since 1949 has 
provided new housing for about 
7,000,000 Germans.

are disappearing: Yugoslav offi- 
cers now go to Western Europe 
and the United States for train- 
ing; uniforms are being changed 
from the Russian to the British 
style, and, significantly, political 
commissars in army units were 
abolished in June. | 

Soviet practices are gradually 
being altered in other fields as 
well. Until recently, peasants 
were compelled to deliver cer- 
tain quotas of their produce to 
the state at low fixed prices. 
Now the system of compulsory 
deliveries has been reversed, 
and farmers can sell their pro- 
duce on the open market, where 
prices depend on supply and de- 
mand. Food rationing has been 
abandoned and incentive taxa- 
tion introduced to encourage in- 
creased agricultural production 
and marketing. Also in the 
Moscow pattern, Tito’s regime 
introduced collective farming. 
But in spite of all the incentives 
«—liberal credit, tractors and fer- 
tilizer—collectivization was never 
popular with the individualistic 
peasants and never affected 
more than 25 per cent of the 
land. So, last Mafch the gov- 
ernment permitted the collec- 
tives to “decollectivize,” and 
soon only 6 or 7 per cent of the 
arable land will be farmed on a 
collective basis mostly in areas 
better adapted to large-scale 
agricultural methods. 


It may be that this reversal 
was the price that the nation’s 
practical-minded leaders were 
willing to pay for more con- 
tented peasants, who comprise 
70 per cent of the population 
and who have never been con- 
spicuously enthusiastic about 
the regime. 

On the industrial front, there 
has been an even more drastic 
redefinition of Communism to 
stimulate competition and in- 
crease production. Until last 
year, ministries in Belgrade 
made every decision for indus- 
try—where to buy raw materials, 
where to sell and at what prices, 
how much to produce, what tax 
rates and wage scales to pay. 
Now the pendulum has swung to 
the other extreme, and ‘workers’ 
councils” have full managerial 
responsibility. for the factories, 
stores and entirprises in which 
they work. The councils can de- 
cide what to do with the profits, 
if. any. They may expand plant 
facilities, build housing or even 
declare a wage bonus. 
~All these fundamental steps 
away from Soviet practice ap- 
pear to be leading toward an 
economy more and more de- 
pendent upon supply and de- 
mand and at least limited com- 
petition. The functions of the 
state have been reduced to pol- 
fey. planning, over-all direction 
ahd supervision, with the re- 
sult that there are a lot of vacant 
offices in the once top-heavy 
bureaucracy of “Communism,” a 
word you now seldom hear in 
Yugoslavia. 

But the nation’s leaders do not 
<onsider decentralization and 
“debureaucratization” and their 
Qadical Western-tinged devia- 


to the Federal Executive Com- 
mittee and “number two” in the 
Yugoslav hierarchy. A smallish, 
bespectacled, good-hyumored man 
of 45, the scholarly Kardelj is 
wise to the ways of his former 
friends and mentors in the 
Kremlin. He was pleased that 
Russia had just proposed to ex- 
change ambassadors with Yugo- 
slavia after five years of cold 


contempt. 

“When we rebelled against 
Russian domination,” he said, 
“many thought we were right, 
but few thought we could win. 
But we have. And while we wel- 
come the Soviet proposal, we 
have no illusions.” 

There are people at home 
who suspect that Yugoslavia 
has either secretly conspired 
with Russia all along or will 
inevitably return to the Mos- 
cow fold. Nothing I heard in 
Yugoslavia supports this view. 
Kardelj, for example, believes 
that Russia “has reversed 
Stalinism,” both to strengthen 
the regime within the Soviet 
empire and to divide and 
soothe the West. But while he 
recommends negotiation, to 
contradict Soviet propaganda 
that the West is plotting war, 
he warns solemnly against any 
retreat in our defense effort, 
“for the policy of strength and 

resistance is what has un- 
masked the Russians’ weak- 
ness and made necessary their 
present change of tactics.” 

I went to Tito’s heavily guard- 
ed summer residence at Brioni. 
I was driven to Tito’s villa in-an 


ful park strewn with Roman 
ruins and the shuttered homes 
of the island’s former Italian 
occupants. I detected none of 
the austere simplicity our more 
radical brethren attribute to 
classless Communism. 

I found Tito trim, tanned 
and immaculately dressed, and 
much younger-looking than his 
61 years. His manner is stern, 
his speech crisp and concise, 
his gestures brusque and 
forceful. But there is an easy 
mirth behind his cold, pale 
blue eyes. He struck me as 
a confident, strong-willed man 
with a few self-doubts—one 
who knows his power and en- 
joys it. We talked first of 
Yugoslavia’s evolving eco- 
nomic system. When he told 
me that the new policy of de- 
centralizing industrial man- 
agement recognized the incen- 
tives of better wages and liv- 
ing standards, I replied that 
he sounded like an American 


the state had a responsibility 
for the well being of the peo- 
ple, he said I talked like a 
Yugoslav Socialist! 


What about Communism? 
“Communism,” he said, “when 
all people will be well off, is 
for much later—a distant goal.” 
What about Russia? He replied 
with characteristic assurance 
that the Soviet system was not 
Communist at all\but “autocratic 
state capitalism.” . 

Tito is personally acquainted 
with all the men Who now Yule 
Russia and said y are/flex- 
ible realists who have concluded 
that “Stalin’s strong-arm meth- 
ods have failed at home and 
abroad.” So long as Stalin was 
alive, said Tito, they could not 
change the policy, for Stalin was 
“an autocrat” who would brook 
no opposition. 

“A kind of Peter the Great,” 
I suggested. Said Tito, “Not 
Peter the Great-~Ivan the Ter- 
rible!” 

With Stalin out of the way, 

Tito thinks that the Kremlin’s 
new leaders are adjusting 
their policy to cope with rap- 
idly growing unrest within the 
Soviet empire and to reduce 
tensions abroad. So he be- 
lieves there is a good 
for a period of peace in Eu- 


tions from the Moscow gospel to 


rope while Russia attempts to 
stall our growing strength, to 


block the integration of Ger- 
many with the West and to 
woo the masses of Asia. 


But he made it clear that a 
change of tactics must not be 
mistaken for a change of objec- 
tives. Reassuring peace gestures, 
he said, have not changed Rus- 
sia’s basic expansionist designs. 
The signal of a real change of 
heart will come from within, 
“when force and violence are 
replaced by consent and co-op- 
eration, when the brutal autoc- 
racy of the police state is re- 
placed by democratic socialism.” 
Until that happens, Tito says, 
we must assume that the “state 
capitalist despotism” will press 
ahead to bend more and more 
people to its will. And even 
then, “the Russians can never 
be trusted 100 per cent.” 
Nevertheless, .Tito .favors 
four-power talks with Russia, 
if only to manifest our desire 
for ace and “to feel their 
Pp ” but thinks any relaxa- 
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would be “foolish.” 


I asked him what he thought 
of the incessant Soviet charges 
that America is imperialistic, 


“No country can be imperiatis- 
tic,” he replied, ‘“‘when it gives 
more than it takes.” He added 
that he believed Yugoslavia 
would no longer need United 
States aid after two years. 
When I asked Tito if he was 
planning to visit the United 
States, he replied with a smile, 
“I would like to very much, but 
I don’t suppose McCarthy would 
let me in!” 


Before I left Yugoslavia, a 
newspaper man asked me how I 
would describe the regime. Was 
it Communist, Socialist, col- 
lectivist, syndicalist or a combi- 
nation of several with an admix- 
ture of capitalism? I don’t know 
what it is, Certainly, it is a long 


open carriage through a beauti-/| thal 


capitalist. When I agreed that 


way from our ideas of democracy 
and free enterprise, but it fs a 
lot better than the rigid Soviet- 
style: regimentation ‘of. a few 
years ago, And it seerhed to Ine 
that Yugoslavia's leaders ‘are 
coming around to the view ‘that 
more consent and less force are 
better and safer. Maybe the Rus- 
sians are too. 

Nor are the changes in Yugo- 
slavia confitied to politics and 
economics. On my last day there, | 
in ancient Dubrovnik, I heard 

even officials using the tradi- 

tional response to a greeting: 

“Thanks to God, I am well.” 

Until not very long ago, that 

phrase was forbidden in a rigid- 
ly Communist Yugoslavia.

How It Started

As Many as “You Can Shake a 
Stick At.” 


HE correspondent who of- 

fers.this slang saying for 

discussion asks if “As many 
as you can shake a stick at” 
means “No more than you can 
shake a stick at,” that is, not 
really many, or if its signifi- 
cance is the opposite, to wit, 
a very great number. 


We do not like to be the cause 
of one of our readers being put 
in the wrong in a wager, and 
will therefore forego any per- 
sonal impression as to what 
might be the comment’s inter- 
pretation. Let us rather take its 
meaning from its recorded us- 
age, the way it appears in print. 


This expression is native 
slang, an Americanism dating 
from the early part of the last 
century. It is well documented 
in our records of the 1800’s, and 
its implication seems to be 
overwhelmingly on the side of 
large numbers, “as many as you 
can shake a stick at” being 
about everything in the whole 
field of vision.

IXING and baking a rich 
Mover cake and later frosting 

it used to be a ceremony. We 
just expected it to take all 
morning. It usually did, too—be- 
fore the days of cake mixes. We 
thought nothing, however, of 
stirring up gingerbread or a 
sponge cake at any time. 

The sponge cake recipe that 
we liked the best was, fortunate- 
ly, inexpensive, since we could 
use eggs from our own chicken 
coop. The eggs, however, must 
be beaten with the sugar at 
least 15 minutes, according to 
my grandmother’s instructions. 

As we usually took the bowl 
onto the front porch for beating 
the eggs and sugar together, we 
could often count on friends 
stopping by and lending a hand. 
It was no trick at‘all to add 
the flour, baking powder and 
liquid. 

The baking, time was short 
and in not much more than half 
yaad pee the cake was golden 
an . 

Stirring up a gingercake took 
even less time than mixing a 
sponge cake. As this was always 
served hot from the oven, it 
would be a last-minute choice 
for dessert. Sometimes it was 
served just with plenty of butter 
to put between split slices, And 
sometimes it was a real treat 
with whipped cream. 

Quick Sponge Cake. 

One cup sifted cake flour, one 
teaspoon baking powder, one- 
fourth teaspoon salt, three eggs, 
one cup sugar, one-fourth cup 
water, one teaspoon vanilla ex- 
tract, or one teaspoon grated 
orange rind. 

Mix and sift flour with baking 
po'vder and salt. Break eggs in 
bowl, add sugar, and beat until 
very light and fluffy. Add water 
and vanilla extract or. orange 
rind, and beat again. Fold in 
flour gradually. Bake in well- 
greased eight-inch square pan in 
moderate oven (350° F.) about 
35 minutes, or {n small greased 
muffin pans about 20 minutes. 
Yield: one square or about two 
dozen small cup cakes. 

Easy Gingerbread. 

Two cups sifted flour, one tea- 
spoon baking soda, one-fourth 
teaspoon salt, one and one-half 
teaspoons ginger, one teaspoon 
cinnamon, one-half cup firmly 
packed light brown sugar, two 
eggs, beaten, one-half cup mo- 
lasses, one-half cup sour milk or 
buttermilk, one-half cup short- 
ening, melted. 

Sift flour, soda, salt. and 
spices. Stir in the brown sugar. 
Combine beaten eggs, molasses, 
buttermilk and melted shorten- 
ing. Stir gradually into the dry 
mixture and beat until well 
blended. Bake in eight-inch 

square pan in moderate oven 
(350° F.) 35 to minutes.

Hanging Objects to Dry Walls 


N a lot of homes these days 


| you find something called dry 
wall construction. This means 
that for interior walls, one. of 
the many kinds of building 
boards have been used in place 
of plaster and lath. These boards 
are relatively thin and so when 
a heavy object is to be fastened 
to the wall or ceiling, a special 
technique must be employed. 

The simplest way tg fasten 
something to these walls and be 
certain that it will stay in place 
is to position it so that the nails 
or screws will pass right through 
the thin building board and into 
the wall studding. 

You can usually locate the 
wall studding by looking for the 
nail heads in the building board. 
Studding is usually placed 16 
inches on center so if you can 
locate one set of nail heads you 
can usually find other pieces of 
studding. 

If you want to hang the object 
between two pieces of studding 
one way to do it is to nail a 
piece of board to the studding 
and fasten the object to this. 

Another way to hang some- 
thing heavy on building board 
where there is no convenient 
piece of studding is to use some- 
thing on the order of a toggle 
bolt. There are many kinds of 
these devices sold at hardware 
stores. The general principal of 
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operation is that after a hole 
has been drilled through the 
building board, the end of the 
toggle bolt is pushed through. 
When it comes out the other 
side it expands either by pivot- 
ir3 an arm or through springs. 
The end result fs that it grips a 
rather wide area in back of the 
board and allows moderately 
heavy objects to be hung se- 
curely,

What Man Is Likely to Fin 


The following article, second 
of two on “Mars—Target for To- 
morrow,” tells what man is like- 
ly to find on earth’s brother 
planet.

NEW YORK, 
Sept. 21 (INS). 
HE first man to reach Mars 
will see red. And green— 
perhaps meaning some form 
of life as we know it. 

They'll see a planet only about 
half the size of Earth, with two 
moons instead of one. They’ll 
find polar areas—with a thin 
layer of snow—and “tropics” 
where the temperature may get 
all the way up to 85 degrees at 
noon in the summertime, which 
will be six months long. 

They'll find no_ sparkling 
lakes, no rivers, no oceans— 
nothing but land, and probably 
covered with a metallic, red- 
colored dust. 

They won't be able to breathe 
unless they bring along some 
earthly “air,” because atmos- 
phere on Mars is mostly nitro- 
gen and argon, with lots of car- 
bon dioxide but virtually no 
oxygen. 

There will be no mountains; 
no storms or sudden atmospher- 
ic changes. The days will be 24 
hours and 37 minutes long, by 
Earth-time. A 200-pound man 
will weigh 76 pounds under the 
feebler pull of Martian gravity. 

Atmospheric pressure will be 
only one-tenth that on earth, 
making it impossible to breathe 
even if there was oxygen. 

This is the world that will 
greet the 70 bold men who—by 
the calculations of Dr. Wernher 
von Braun’s “The Mars Project” 
—can reach the red planet after 
260 days of 23,000-mile-an-hour 
travel from Earth. 

This surprisingly detailed pic- 
ture is drawn from “The Red 
and Green Planet,” a newly-pub- 
lished study by Dr. Hubertus 
Strughold of the United States 
Air Force’s Department of 
Space Medicine, another in the 
legion of scientists at work— 
now—on tne problems of inter- 
planetary flight. 

And this is the silent Martian 
world the space-explorers must 
call “home” for one entire year, 
two months and 24 days. 

Once at Mars, Von Braun ex- 
plains, they cannot leave earlier 
even if they wanted to. They 
must wait for that precise sec- 
ond in time when earth and 
Mars, in their long orbits around 
the sun, are in the proper rela- 
tionship to each other for a 
successful return flight. 

The long period will begin, 
Von Braun believes, with a 
month or so of telescopic scan- 
ning and chart-making from the 
10 space-ships circling 1000 
miles above the surface of Mars. 

Then, from three cargo-ships 
in this flotilla, a huge “landing- 
Boat Rocket” will be assembled, 
boarded, aimed—and fired off 
for the long, gradual glide to the 
Martian surface. 


» -* & 
T would be far too risky to 
attempt a landing on unknown 
terrain with wheeled landing 

gear, Von Braun points out, and 

so this first rocket will head 
for Mars’ northern polar cap 
and land—with skis—on snow. 

Once down, these first crew- 
ment will set foot in Martian 
ground. Still clad in space-suits, 
they will unpack from their 
“landing-boat” trucks, jeeps, 
food, oxygen and water tanks, 
supplies of all sorts. 

And then they must make their 
way to the Martian equator, the 
“tropics,” to prepare a landing 
strip for two more landing-boat 
rockets from the space-ships cir- 
cling above, 

Every major detail of the 
landing-flights already have 
been plotted and computed: 
every foreseeable possibility has 
been considered. The calcula- 
tions in “The Mars Project” 
show, for example, that the 
landing-boat rockets must be 72 
feet long, with tremendous wings 
—502 feet in span—to provide 
the necessary “lift” in the thin 
Martian atmosphere. 

Their rockets will burn for 
17.2 seconds; they will land at 
a speed of about 120 miles an 
hour, The ski-equipped first 
landing craft, which will be 
abandoned where it touches 
down, will carry 1375 tons of 
payload. The second and third, 
which: must be used later to re- 
ascend to the inter-planetary 
space ships, will carry about 13 
tons. 

As these explorers push south, 
life will be difficult. Each night 
—especially in northern areas 
-——the temperature may drop as 
low as 95 degrees below zero. By 
the next afternoon it may have 
risen 180 degrees. Radical tem- 
perature changes may even oc- 
cur from hour to hour. 

There will be little or no 
water vapor in the air, and the 
atmosphere, such as it is, will be 
something like the air 55,000 to 
100,000 miles above earth. 

The sunlight, this far out in 
the solar system, will be equal 
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ONCE THE "LANDING-BOAT ROCKET" HAS LANDED ON MARS, THE FIR 


to the earthly “brightness inside 
a room with the windows open 
on a cloudless afternoon, or in 
the shade of an oak forest,” Dr. 
Strughold estimates. 

And the sky will be not blue 
but a pallid, whitish color due 
to the scattering light by ice 
crystals in the upper air. 

Water will boil, at the low 
Martian atmospheric pressure, at 
110 degrees—and so it will never 
boil naturally. 

Even with inflatable rubber 
housing, vehicles, research equip- 
ment, tools and the like, is it 
really possible that man can 
survive on thi§ silent, dry planet 
—even for a few hours, nfuch 
less 449 days? 

Science’s answer is a qualified 

“yes” and Dr. Strughold explains 
why: 
“A flyer or a balloonist rising 
56,000 feet above the earth, is 
exposed to virtually the same 
environmental conditions that 
occur on the surface of Mars. 
This borderline is, so to speak, 
the Maritan level within our at- 
n.osphere. 

“Those who cross this line 
are entering, as it were, the at- 
mosphere of Mars while they are 
still a mere ten and one-half 
miles above our own planet. If 
they are able to survive (at this 
level) with proper training and 
equipment, they will be able 
to survive on Mars. 

“With a few mechanical aids 
—of a,sort that we now supply 
to pilots soaring into the upper 
levels of the atmosphere—a man 
should be able to maintain him- 
self on Mars for a considerable 
time without discomfort. 

“Once granting that he could 
get there, an explorer should 
find the environment on Mars 
no more difficult than, say, the 
Antarctic.” 

But there is one additional 
difficulty. On Mars there is no 
fire. For fire, like life itself, is 
a kind of combustion, and re- 
quires free oxygen in the air. 

And so an automobile, a jeep, 
a truck or an airplane would be 


as useless on Mars as a box of 
matches, unless special oxygen 
equipment is provided. 

And the last thing a man on 
Mars could use—even if he 
wanted one—would be a smoke. 


i ae 
HE only men on Mars will 
be the earth-men who get 
there. And on all of Mars’ 

52 million squares miles, they 

may be the only living thing 

of any kind. 

Biologists given modern as- 
tronomical data on earth’s broth- 
er planet have made these as- 
sertions flatly—for life as we 
know it. It is possible, they ad- 
mit, that some totally unknown 
life-process, based on silicon, for 
example, instead of oxygen, 
exists in the solar system. But 
scientists leave such speculation 
to the fiction writers. 

Yet, even from 50 million 
miles away, there is disturbing 
evidence of what may be life. 
Every Martian spring, a wave of 
green is seen through earthly 
telescopes to spread southward 
from Mars polar area to the 
equator, turning yellow and then 
brown as the planet drifts slow- 
ly through its long summer. 

In “The Red and Green Plan- 
et,” Strughold offers an explana- 
tion—an explanation that may 
have to stand until “The Mars 
Project” becomes a reality and 
man can take a first-hand look. 

First of all, he concludes, it’s 
safe to say there are no man-like 
creatures on Mars—which has 
only a trace, if any oxygen. “At 
the very least, the oyxgen re- 
quired for human development 
is a hundred times the greatest 
amount that could occur on 
Mars.” 

And for other warm-blooded 
creatures—monkeys, dogs, cats, 
guinea pigs, rabbits and birds— 
the necessary oxygen level is 
about the same. That rules them 


out, too. 
What of the _ cold-blooded 
creatures, the reptiles, worms, 


fish, frogs and other more prim- 
itive beings? Earthly evidence

Crowded for room? Cut 
down legs of an old bridge 
table to coffee table height, 
cover top with a quilted plas- 
tic and paint legs to match.

Plants also need oxygen—but 
they can make their own, thanks 
to chlorophyll and photosynthe- 
sis. To do so, they need sun- 
light. Mars has it. They need 
carbon dioxide. Mars has it. 
And they need some means of 
storing the little oxygen they 
produce — and some. earthly 
forms of life have that, too. 
They need water, in the form of 
water vapor, and there seems 
to be a bare minimum available. 


If life can exist in the border- 
lands around the earth’s Arctic, 
or under the snow-line of very 
high mountains, it is possible 
that the same kind of life can 
exist on Mars. 

The answer: Moss. 
haps lichens. 

These plants—among the low- 
est forms of plant-life—have a 
system of internal chambers, in 
which they might store the little 
but vital amounts of oxygen 
they produce. Thus there could 
be oxygen enough, though it 
would not enter the atmosphere 
in appreciable amounts. 

There would be oxygen for 
them during the daytime—when 
the plants are able to make it 
from carbon dioxide and sun- 
light. At night these plants 
could make none. But the ex- 
treme cold of the Martian nights 
might save them by freezing 
them to a dormant state. 


And per- 


The night-and-day cycle thus 
might follow our own earthly 
seasonal pattern, as earthly vege- 


tation is intermittent with re- 
spect to winter and summer. 
And so, on Mars, every evening 
is perhaps a little autumn and 
every morning another spring. 

This is the world to which 
men from earth might journey 
by rocket before this century is 
done. The complete trip—as 
outlined by Von Braun-—would 
take three years, cover nearly 
100,000,000 miles. 

But in another sense, it might 
be a far longer journey, a voy- 
age backward through billions of 
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on Mars 


years in time. 

For mosses and lichens (and, 
perhaps, a few bacteria) are 
themselves pioneers. By secret- 
ing organic acids, they can slow- 
ly transform dust and rock into 
soil fit for more advanced plants. 
The more plants, the more oxy- 
gen will be produced, and grad- 
ually there may be enough in 
the atmosphere to sustain still 
higher forms of life, ever higher, 
perhaps eventually man-like life.

HUS Mars might be, today, 

in that stage of development 

that existed on the earth al- 
most two billion years ago. 

In this view, the planets 
nearer to the sun, Mercury and 
Venus, may have known life 
first, and then burned them- 
selves out. Earth is still in the 
springtime of its middle, vigor- 
ous years. 

The men who reach Mars will 
have ample time for study, for 
exploration, 

And then—449 days after they 
reached the “Red and Green 
Planet,” it will be time to leave. 
A few days earlier, they wil 
board their “landing-boat rock- 
ets’ and soar 1000 miles up to 
the 10 circling space-ships that 
carried them from earth. 

They will re-board seven of 
them, the passenger vessels, and 
at the proper moment, with a 
precisely timed rocket thrust, 
roar off on the long tangent to- 
ward earth. 

Behind thém, circling forever 
like a ghostly memorial of their 
journey, the three cargo ships 
~—~abandoned—will drift end- 
lessly, empty, about the planet.

West opened the diamond jack, 
dummy played the queen, East 
covered, and declarer won. Witir 
two diamonds to lose, along w 
the spade ace, it seemed to 
South that he would have to de- 
pend on a 3-3 break of clubs. 
Knowing that this break :was 
not to be expected, he decided 
to finesse in hearts in order to 
get rid of a loser — a 50-50 
chance depending on the posi- 
tion of the heart king. South 
lost the finesse, however, and 
of course the opponents prompt- 
ly took two diamond tricks. The 
ace of trumps set the contract. 

The question is: Did South 
play the hand correctly? ° 

If the problem had simply 
consisted of playing for a 33 
club break or taking the heart 
finesse, South’s decision would 
have been correct, but this was 
not the case. A third plan, sub- 
stantially better than either of 
the two mentioned, was avail- 
able. The best play would go 
like: this: 

At Trick 2, South leads to the 
heart ace then ruffs a heaft 
with an honor. Next, he lays 
down the spade king. Presuma- 
bly, West wins the trick and the 
defenders collect two diamonds, 
then simply exit with a trump. 
This is taken in dummy, and 
declarer ruffs another heart. He 
returns to the board in clubs, 
ruffs the last heart, then goes 
back with another club and 
draws East's trump while dis- 
carding a club from the closed 
hand. The club queen then 
rounds out the contract. 

In short, a dummy-reversal 
plan offers the best “percent- 
age.”

HYDE PARK. 

N WEDNESDAY aafter- 
( noon I attended a special 

showing of a film which 
well illuminates the position 
of labor unions in American 
life today. The 
film is a docu- 
mentary that 
tells the story 
of the United 
A ut omobile 
Workers, and 
was produced 
by Union 
Screen Films, 
a small, inde- 
pendent com- 
pany whose 
young owner, 
Martin Lencer, Mrs. Roosevelt 
I have know for a long time. 
Technically, it igs beautifully 
done, with color, sound and 
drama. 

The story of the automobile 
union is a dramatic one, but 
many people now growing up 
do not remember the days 
when union organization in 
this country was virtaully non- 
existent. ‘Industrial associa- 
tions and chambers of com- 
merce existed, and employers 
were well organized. But la- 
bor was not, and in those 
days any effort to organize it 
met with great opposition. 
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MOREOVER, there were no 
social security laws, so that 
the man who worked with his 
hands on a job—or, for that 
matter, the white collar work- 
er—had no protection either 
through government or 
through organization of his 
fellow workers. 

Many young workers today, 
reading the history of those 
early struggles, would hardly 


believe what men and women 
of those days suffered in 
organizing their fellow work- 


ers. 

At first, small, local unions 
were always overwhelmed, for 
by themselves they could not 
carry their points against the 
more powerful employers. 
When labor finally combined, 
it became much easier to ob- 
tain better working conditions, 
better wages, decent homes, 
medical care and all the things 
which go to build security in 
the life of a human being.

THE DOCUMENTARY 
FILM uses just 45 minutes to 
tell this story. It opens with a 
scene where a young, new 
member comes in for initia- 
tion. Two typical trouble- 
makers are present, wisecrack- 
and criticizing the union. The 
two do not appear again. but 
you realize at the end of the 
film that the story of the 
union has answered their crit- 
icisms, . 

Today there is concern that 
the strength which has come 
to labor unions will not be 
completely utilized in a wise 
manner. Labor leaders need 
to be aware that with their 
new strength has come a new 
responsibility. Today, how- 
ever, there is no longer any 
question that labor has the 
right to organize and to pro- 
tect itself, just as capital has. 
The question now, for both 
labor and capital, is how to 
use their strength fo rthe ben- 
efit of the people as a whole 
-———for bothe rae included in 
the whole, though they repre- 
sent different areas of inter- 
est.

Handicapped Child

a physical defect—a miss- 

ing limb, a helpless hand, 
with the rest of his body nor- 
mal — his mother is _ hard- 
pressed to rear him so as to 
preserve and nourish his men- 
tal and physical health. 

All too soon the child will 
discover the difference between 
himself and others and he will 
need help to overcome any feel- 
ing of infertority, shame, re- 
sentment. This is a task that 
requires every ounce of 
strength, wisdom and under- 
standing a mother can muster. 
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TO BEGIN WITH, after do- 
ing everything possible under 
the supervision of a physician, 
train the child. to accept his con- 
dition cheerfully and to under- 
stand that he can compensate 
for it. Other people, probably 
in worse state than he, have 
done so. Tell him about those 
people. 

Whenever his physical con- 
dition permits, encourage him 
to play and work. with other 
children. That is going to take 
some tact and skill, but it can 
be done. There will be times 
when the youngster will feel 
discouraged, when he will break 
down, perhaps, and say he can’t 
make the grade. Let him talk 


Wan a child is born with 


out his grief, then tell him 
again the stories of those whe 
have overcome such difficulties. 

It is a mistake to hide such 
children, to allow them to take 
shelter in their own helpless- 
ness. They must accept the fact 
that they cannot run as fast as 
other children, or that they can- 
not throw a ball as well as 
others.

I KEEP TELLING the story 
of the boy whose back was hurt 
by a pile of falling lumber. The 
doctors shook their heads and 
said, “He will not walk again.” 
His mother took him to school, 
half carrying him and begged a 
place for him. First he had to 
be carried to the room and car- 
ried out. By and by he walked, 
or slid along the walls, another 
child standing by. 

The day came, eight years 
later, when he walked, with his 
stick carelessly held in his 
hand—the stick he used to use 
‘as he went from room to room.

LITTLE GIRL has “lived 
through the ages’ because 
she happened to be the serv- 
ant of a bald-headed king. An 
ancient artist drew a picture of 
her, and this gives an idea of 
her age and appearance. She 
used to walk near the monarch, 
cafrying a cup. She was em- 
ployed as his cupbearer, and was 
ever ready to give a drink to 
her master. 


The king ruled over an an- 
cient land known as Sumeria 
(pronounced ‘‘s00-ME-re-uh”). 
His name was Ur-Nina. The 
wri on a piece of clay, sev- 
eral thotsand years old, indi- 
cates that the child was named 
Anita. Pictures of this king and 
other kings of his time indicate 
that they knew nothing about 
crowns as signs of royal office.

IF YOU ASK WHY the king 
had a bald head, I can only say 
that there is doubt about the 
point. It may be that he had 
lost his hair while growing old. 
but there is another possible 
reason. In Sumeria, at that time, 
it was a custom for men to have 
their heads shaved. The reason 
for the shaving may have been 
that hair offered too good a 
home for small insect residents. 


King Ur-Nina ruled the city 
of Lagash. Never having heard 
about a crown, he could hardly 
have missed the object. So far 
as records tell, the royal crown 
failed to come into use until 
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thousands of years after he died. 
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THIS IS A PICTURE BASED

THE REIGN of Ur-Nina took 
place about 5000 years ago. He 
was only one of many Sumerian 
rulers 

Pieces of writing on stone and 
clay tell us that several im- 
portant cities had kings, and 
that they contested for supreme 
power over Sumeria. 

Sumeria (also called “Sumer’’) 
ranks among the pioneer na- 
tions of the world. It was lo- 
cated between the Tigris and 
Euphrates rivers, in a section of 
the nation now known as Irak 
or Iraq. 

Scores of records have been 
dug up where Sumeria existed. 
It is hard to figure their exact 
age, but scholars believe that 
the Sumerians learned to write 
at almost the same time as the 
ancient ptians. Like the 
Egyptians, they were members 
| of the white race. 
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
